Applicant's reply brief alleges there is no reason to modify the Wu implantable device. However, a prima facie obviousness requires a 
teaching that all elements of the claimed invention are found in the prior art and a reason that would have prompted a person of 
ordinary skill in the relevant field to modify the prior art to arrive at the claimed invention. See KSR, 127 S. Ct. at 1741, 82 USPQ2d 
at 1396. In this instance all the the structural elements of the claim are found in the Wu patent. The Examiner discusses the reason to 
modify the dimensions of the microcannula to be longer to penetrate a thicker covering and into tissue as disclosed by Wu. The reply 
brief filed 1 1/26/07 has been considered and entered. The application has been fowarded to the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences for decision on the appeal. 
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
